Dan Glickman says farrn act needs-to aocornmodate bad times, as' well as good

JEROME - The 1996 Freedom 
to Farm Act still needs to be 
changed, the United States could 
take actions against Canada's 
trade policies within a couple of 
months, and tho- struggling- 
Russan economy may soon get a 
boost that will send positive 
echoes through America’s farm 
economy. 

That was the news from 
Secretary of Agriculture Dan 
Glickman Sunday morning. 

. In a meeting set up by 
Democratic congressional candi- 
date Richard Stallings at the 
Spanbauer Bam’ near Jerome, 
Glickman explained the benefits 
included in the revised farm biU, 
talked about changes that need to 
take place, and addressed the 
concerns of around 70 Idaho pro- 
ducers 

Glickman was the second 
Kansan of note to stump in the 
Ma&c Valley this weekend, but 
after the 1 1/2-hour gothcring, 
Stallings noted the differences 
betvreen this visit and that of for- 
mer Sett Bob Dole, which attraa- 
ed a crowd of 300 Saturday and 
raised more than $45,000 for 
Republican Mike Simpson. 

“One was for funding,” 
Stallings said. “One raised big 
bucks for my opponent.” 

Stallings, who sat quietly 
through almost all of the inter- 
change, said he wanted Sunday’s 
event to be an exdiange of id^ 
between fanners and the secre- 
tary. He said he could have held a 
$1M a head reception, but that 
was never his intent when he 
asked Glickman to come. 

*Thi$ is about the survival of 
Idaho,” he said. 

Most of the discussioa revolved 
.around the immediate concerns of 
the fanners and' ranchers who 
attended, but Glickman took 
some time to plug his friend 
Stallings - the tvro sen-ed on the 
Rouse Agricuhure Committee 
together for eight years.

Thieves start oil 
blaze that spreads 
through villages

LAGOS, Nigeria — A pipeline 
explosion apparently spaiked by 
thieves aphoning off oil led (o on 
inferoo that swept through vil- 
lages, idUing at least 250 people, 
and destro>-ed surrounding crop- 
land. The fire began late 
Saturday and was still raging 
Sunday ti^L 

In Bogota, Colombia, mean- 
while, a pipeline explosion 
splashed oil on a rural Colombian 
hamlet Sunday and fire raced 
through the Ullage, killing at 
least 45 people and injuring more 
than 60. Authorities suspected 
leftist rebels were responsible for 
the blast. 

The 2:45 ' a.m. explosion 
destroyed most of the wooden, 
straw-roof huts in the town of 
about ISO residents, most of them

Britain dismisses Chilean protests 


LONDON (r\P) — Most Britons 
would find it “gut-wrenching” to 
give diplomatic immunity to Gen. 
Augusto Pinodicf, a Cabinet miiv 
isicr said Sunday, dismissing 
Chile's objection to the London 
arrest of Uie ex-Chilean dictator. 

Delighted demonstrators gath- 
ered outside the private clinic in 
London where the 82-ycar-otd 
Pinochet was presumed to be a 
patient. He has been under police 
guard since his arrest Friday in 
response to n Spanish request. 
Investigators in Spain want to 
question him about allegations his 
regime killed an unidentified 
number of Spaniards in Chile in 
the decade after he seized power 
in 1973. 


British Trade Secretary Peter 
Mandclson, a close adviser to 
Prime Minister Tony Blair, said 
most Britons would oppose granti- 
ng diplomatic immunity to 
Pinochet, who crushed dissent 
during 17 years of iron rule. 

“The idea that such a brutal 
dictator ns Pinochet should be 
claiming diplomatic immunity, I 
think for most people in this coun- 
try, would be pretty gut-wrench- 
ing sniff," Mandclson said In a 
BBC television interview. 

Pinochet has been a regular 
visitor to Britain, generally with- 
out publicity. His arrest this 
time appeared partly to reflea a 
tougher attitude toward dicta- 
tors by Blair’s Labor Party gov-

Advocates claim 
devices cure 
what ails them

A health trend dating back to 
ancient Egyptians has reached 
the Mini-Cassia orca. That is, 
using magnet products to reduce 
stress and gain more cnerra. 

“Magnets help with tne pre- 
vention of illness. They arc not a 
curo^U, but help the Imy do it’s 
own thing," said Ten Naylor, a 
registered nurse at Parke View 
Care and Rehabilitation Center. 
“It is an exdting new alternative 
to helping people feel better 
other than traditional medidne." 

But the health magnets also 
hare attracted skepticism. 

“For every artidc promoting 
them, there is another one that 
doesn't," said Brent McMillan, a 
physical thcrapisrat Cassia 
* Regional Medical Center, “^mu 
people swear by them, but there 
is no real proof, no documented 
sdcniific research." 


The Nikkcn company has sev 
cral local distributors who roar 
ket a wide range of magnet prod 
ucts in the Mini-Cassia area 
Naylor was one product repre- 
sentative at the recent Minidoka 
County Health Fair. 

Magnet use begun in undent 
Eg>'pi when people used a load- 
stone - 0 stone with a magnetic 
pull - to help make them feel 
better, Naylor said. 

Naylor has been a NikJkcn dis- 
tributor since May when she 
started using magnets to relieve 
feet and leg cramps. 

“Within 0 few days I felt more 
energy and less stress," she said. 

She docs not recommend mag- 
nets as a replacement for pro- 
option pain pills but says she 
hopes those who use magnets 
can use fewer pills. 

Elsie Martsch is another dis- 
tributor. She was being treated 
unsuccessfully for pain in her 
neck after an aeddent where she 
suffered whiplash, she said 

“Chiropractic treatment 
helped some, but then 1 started 
using magnet pillows," Mansch 
said. In less than a.few weeks, 
she was able to do something she 
couldn't do before her aeddent.

• Trifr liver iS 'the largesi 
organ in the body, ifj 
located in the upper right 
side of the abdomen. When 
chronic diseases cause the 
liver to.become permanently 
injured and scarred, the 
condition is called cirrhosis. 
The scar tissue that forms in 
cirrhosis harms the structure 
of the liver, blocking the 
flow of the blood through 
the organ. The loss of 
normal liver tissue slows the 
processing of nutrients, 
hormones, drugs, and 
toxins by the liver. 

CAUSES 

In the United States, 
chronic alcoholism is the 
most, common cause. 
Cirrhosis also may result 
from chronic viral hepatitis 
(types B. C. and D|, Liver 
injury that results in cirrhosis 
also may be caused by a 
number of inherited 
diseases.

Treatment is aimed at 
stopping or delaying its 
progress, minimizing the 
damage to liver cells, and 
reducing complications. In 
alcoholic cirrhosis, for 
instance, the person must 
stop drinking alcohol. 
Medication may be given to 
control the symptoms of 
cirrhosis, such as itching.
